**2h addition to the above, there is one other item whi ch 
it will be necessary for us to retain in order to oeeglete 
year praieet. 5his item is presently on Bailment Agreement 
AF33(6005-3063 and le the first item on Attachment 2. Ve have 
inclu d ed the other items in Attachment 2 as it may be easier 
far you to transfer the whole list rather than one item: however, 
we leave this decision to you. 

As long ago as September 195® we attempted through the Air 
Force to establish a now primary purpose for the retention of 
all of these items and have reqpe^Sat the items in Attach- 
ments 1 and 2 be transferred to Iheilitte Contract AF33(6oo)- 
2®501. Our latest attempt was made August 7, 1959, through Mr,

C* Coffin, U4BIAT, at AMD Aeronautical Systems Crater, Vrigit- 
fattarson Air fbree Base. We had a visit yester day f r om the 
few tbsfc facilities people and are still attempting to get this 
feme through Air Ibrce channels: however, our present assessment 
of tl» situation is that even if we are iuccesSS through this 
will be a very lengthy process and qjiit* possibly. 
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eves thougi the equipment night remain bsre, we would be 
prohibited fraa using it until the lesue was settled. We 
would, therefo:re, like to request that you take whatever 
steals you can to have our facilities contract modified 
to Include the Blanchard Grinder sad the equipment listed 
in Attachaente 1 and 2 and to set as a new primary purpose 
the perfor m a nce of work on the program described in our 
Project Plan. 

I would like to point out that the probability exists 
that should ym be successful ia this endeavor, the secondary 
administration of the facilities contract, that is, AP33(600/- 
28501, will come to rest with Sew fork Air Ihroeureaent 
District. 3h addition to this we would, as a normal business 
practice, include in our proposals to the Air Force, Army, 

Bevy, and other Government age ncie s, a clause requesting 
ao-charge usage of the above facilities on a nm-interferense 
basis whieh would require concurrence by Sid or coma other 
Air Force source."
